And thus have great reason to mourn over 
their ingratitude to God.—My dear fathers in 
Israel, if you want to enjoy those tender emotions 
of love, which expand the soul, and enable you to 
hold swect communion with four blessed Saviour, 
you must set a proper estimate upon the things 
connected with him and love your Heavenly Fa- 
theft more ;

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Mormonism. 


Mr. Epvrror,—lIn closing my letter of last 
week, I made some extracts from the pamphlet of 
William Harris, the renouncing Mormon, to show 
what the present character of Smith, the Mormon 
Impostor, is. ‘The following statement of Rev. 
John A. Clark, of Philadelphia, formerly of Pal- 
myra, in this State, and consequently a neighbor 
of Smith, will show what the latter was formerly. 
The statement is contained in the pamphlet al- 
ready mentioned, 
“Joe Smith, who has since been the chief 
prophet of the Mormons, and was one of the most 
prominent ostensible actors in the first scenes of 
this drama, belonged toa very shiftless family 
near Palmyra. ‘hey lived a sort of vagabond 
life, and were principally known as Money Dig- 
gers. Joe, from a boy, appeared dull, and utter- 
ly destitute of genius; but his father claimed 
him fora sort of second sight, a power to look in- 
to the depth of the earth, and discover where its 
recious treasures were hid.

This description of Smith’s character prior to 
his turning religious impostor, is confirmed by nu- 
roerous affidavits and statements of his old neigh- 
bors, which I have in my possession, and which I 
published some years since in my pamphlet enti- 
tled Mormonism Exposed. Thus we perceive 
that Smith was just the kind of man to act the 
part of an impostor in religion, or any thing else 
which he could turn to his own account. 

The pamphlet of this renouncing Mormon con- 
tains a statement of some length, made by Mr. 
Hale, the father-in-law of Smith. He speaks of 
Smith’s money-digging, money-juggling opera- 
tions, and says that his manner of discovering the 
hidden treasures was, to look through a stone pla- 
ced in a hat, and his hat closed over his face : and 
after he turned prophet, and pretended to trans- 
late the plates of the Book of Mormon, he _pur- 
sued the same course in translating as he had 
done in his money juggling, having the stone in 
his hat, and hia hat over his face, while the book 
of plates was at the time hid in the woods! This 
aps the climax. A pretended prophet of the 
same means for learning the divine will that he 
had formerly done in his juggling antics. As 
well might some old fortune-telling gipsey set up 
for a prophetess, and pretend to obtain revelations 
from heaven by means of her playing cards, with 
which she had told people’s fortunes ! 

Really, Mr. Editor, is it not surprising, not- 
withstanding all the gullibility there isin this world; 
is it not, that any, even the most gullible of all, 
should be duped by so barefaced an impostor as 
this same Smith ? 

‘The pamphlet takes notice of the Mormon 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants,—a Book con- 
taining many of the pretended revelations of 
Smith and other Mormons, and claiming divine 
authority, as well as the Book of Mormon itself. 
This Book, on page 85, says, that Enoch was four 
hundred and thirty years old when he was trans- 
lated ; whereas the Bible says, that all the days 
of Enoch were thee hundred sixty and five years. 
So much for the agreement of Mormonism with 
the Bible. Ona page 102 it says: “ The day shall 
come when you shall comprehend even God ?” 

“On page 105 it says: “The saints shall be 
made equal with Christ.” And Parley P. Pratt, 
in commenting on this passage in his “ Voice of 
Warning,” (a standard Mormon work,) says that 
the saints will have the same knowledge and pow. 
er that God has—consequently, that there must 
be equality. And the Mormon Church believe 
that they will have power to create worlds, and 
that those worids will transgress the law given ; 
consequently that they will become Saviour’s to 
those worlds, and redeem them ; and that never, 
until this is accomplished, will their glory be com. 
plete ; and then there will be “Lords many, and 
Gods many.”

. On this point 
he makes the following statement. “ In 1835, 
Smith, Rigdon, and others, formed a mereantile 
house, and purchased goods in Cleveland and in 
Buffalo, to a very large amount, on a credit of six 
months. {nthe fall, other houses were formed, 
and goods purchased in the eastern cities toa 
still greater amount. A great part of the goods 
of these houses went to pay the workman on the 
Temple,* and many were sold on credit ; so that, 
when the notes became due, the houses were not 
able to meet them. Smith, Rigdon, and compa- 
ny then attempted to borrow money by issuing 
their notes, payable at different periods after date. 
This expedient not being effectual, the idea of a 
bank suggested itself. Accordingly, in 1837, the 
fur-famed Kirtland Bank was put into operation, 
without charter. Thisinstitution, by which so 
many have been swindled, was formed after the 
following manner: “ Subscribers for stock were 
allowed to pay the amount of their subscriptions 
in town lots, at five or six times their real value ; 
others paid in personal property, at a high valua- 
tion ; and some paid incash. When the notes 
were first issued, they were current in the vicinity ; 
and Smith took advantage of their credit to offset 
with them the debts he and the brethren had con- 
tracted in the neighborhood, for land, &c. The 
eastern creditors, however, refused to take them. 
This led to the expedient of exchanging them 
for the notes of other banks. Accordingly, the 
elders were sent off to the country, to barter off 
Kirtland money, which they did with great zeal, 
and continued the operation until the notes were 
not worth twelve anda half cents to the dollar. 
As might have been expected, this institution, af- 
ter a few months, exploded, involving Smith and 
his brethren in inextricable difficulties. The 
consequence was, that he, and most of the mem- 
bers of the Church, set off, in the spring of 1538, 
for Far West, Missouri, being pursued by their 
creditors, but to no effect.” 

A most beautiful business this, for a prophet and | 
his followers ; and about equal to another one of | 
different description, noted by this writer, which 
was as follows: 

“In 1836, an endowment meeting, or solemn 
assembly, was called, to be held in the Temple in | 
Kirtland. It was given out that those who were, 
in attendance at the meeting, should receive an| 
endowment or blessing, similar to that experien- |

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tecost. When the day arrived, great numbers 
convened from the different churches in the coun- 
try. ‘They spent the day in fasting and prayer, 
and in washing and perfuming their bodies: they 
also washed their feet, and anointed their heads 
with what they called holy oil, and pronounced 
blessings. In the evening they met for the en- 
dowment. The fast was then broken by eating 
light wheat bread, and drinking as much wine as 
they saw proper. Smith knew well how to infuse 
the spirit which they expected to receive: so he 
encouraged the brethren to drink freely, telling | 
them that the wine was consecrated, and would | 
not make them drunk. As may be suspected, | 
they drank to the purpose. After this they began 

to prophecy, pronouncing blessings upon their | 
friends, and curses upon their enemies. If I
